Labor Progressive 
Party Holds Meeting 

A rally of Labor-Progressive 
Party election workers was held 
here-last night to map out cam¬ 
paign plans for the June 29th 
proyincial elections. It was de¬ 
cided that L.P.P. leaders would be 
brought in from both Toronto and 
Vancouver to address public meet¬ 
ings and assist in the campaign. 
The meeting was addressed by 
Ben Swankey, Provincial Leader 
of the L. P. P. and the palsy’s 
candidate for the riding of Pincher 
Creek-Crow’s Nest. 

Mr. Swankey charged that the 
real reason why a snap election 
was being called at this time was 
“growing public suspicion about 
shady financial deals “engaged in 
by government members. “Where 
there’s smoke there’s fife” said Mr. 
Swankey and accused Premier 
Manning of “trying to prevent the 
whole troth from coming out.” He 
claimed another reason for the 
snap election was “growing public 
dissatisfaction with the govern¬ 
ment over needless unemployment, 
increasing difficulties on the 
farms due to loss of markets and 
falling prices, and the fear of liv¬ 
ing in the shadow of an atomic 
war.” 

“The spectacle of some people 
filling their pockets at public ex¬ 
pense while many of our citizens 
are in want is bad enough,” said 
Mr. Swankey, “but the greatest 
crime of this government is that 
of deliberately handing over own¬ 
ership of our rich natural resour¬ 
ces to U.S. big business interests. 
Five giant U.S. corporations today 
control the bulk of our oil and 
natural gas resources, the total 
value of which is over ten billion 
dollars. This is equal to $10,000 
for every man, woman and child 
in Alberta.” 

“Instead of using these resourc¬ 
es to build up and industrialize 
Alberta to provide jobs for Alberta 
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for Albrrta farmers, the govern^ 
ment is interested only in export¬ 
ing tjjem to the UB. Our oil and 
gas, the profits from them, po¬ 
tential industries and jobs — all 
are being sent across the line. At 
the same time the provincial and 
federal governments are allowing 
.. our Canadian coal industry to be 
ruined.” 

“There is no need for economic 
- depression in our rich country and 
province. We need the all-side de¬ 
velopment of Alberta’s economy, 
including the industrialization of 
the Crow’s Nest Pass.” 

“A market for as much coal as 
we can produce will be available 
if UJ8. coal were kept out of Can¬ 
ada. We should have industries in 
Crows Nest Pass to process coal 
for its many valuable by-products. 
Right here we have the iron ore, 
coal, limestone and gas necessary 
for the establishment of a steel * 
industry. We have the gas and oil 
’ for a petro-chemical industry and 
the timber for a pulp industry. 
Such 'industrialization of the 
Crow’s Nest Pass would provide 
jobs forrour unemployed and our 
young people, it would build up a 
market for our fanners and guar¬ 
antee expanding business for our 
local businessmen.” 

“But to achieve these things we 
must have new policies in Edmon¬ 
ton and Ottawa, policies which 
Sail put the needs of the people of 
Alberta ahead of the profits of 
U.S. trusts. The election of LJP.P. 
candidates to the provincial legis¬ 
lature will guarantee that such 
Canadian policies will be vigorous¬ 
ly fought for.”

Perennial grasses should 
be sown early for good seed 


GARDEN NOTES— 


Cultivation of the garden, even a large one, need not 
and should not be a back breaking chore. It is amazing 
how much easier and quicker the job is done with tools that 
have long handles. Of course, lor getting in close to tiny 
flowers or vegetables, for weeding and a few other delicate 
jobs, it may be necessary to get down on knees or knee pads 
but with a little care a great deal of the ordinary cultivat¬ 
ing and planting jobs can be handled with a minimum of 
stooping. 

surplus to other parts of the 
cannot be garden. 

Handled carefully, these trans¬ 
plants will come along almost as 
quickly ,as those left untouched 
and thus a large flower garden 
can be planted at trivial cost. 

Not too deep 

Almost ( every one is inclined to 
plant far to’o deeply. With tiny 
seed such as that of lettuce, car¬ 
rots, cosmos, zinnias, poppies, and 
alyssum, which are not much 
larger than the head of a pin or 
shingle nail, it is not necessary to 
cover at all. We sow these in the 
finest soil and merely press in. 
Then, if possible, we keep the soil 
dampened until germination starts. 

With larger seeds such as 
nasturtiums, peas, beans and 
corn, one should cover lightly, say 
a quarter to half inch. With bulbs 
or corms of gladiolus, dahlias, or 
potatoes, one plants four to eight 
inches deep. 


Keep planting 

Too much emphi 
laid on spinning out the planting. 
It is much better to plant a little 
every week for a month or so 
than to try and get Everything in 
at once. There is no good reason 
why most vegetable and a lot of 
flowers cannot be planted for 
many weeks yet and this gradual

Move to Organize 
Pass Area Loggers 

CAL&ARY (CP) — Negotia¬ 
tions for the first lumber work¬ 
ers’ Contract in the history of Al¬ 
berta .got under way Wednesday 
at Blairmore as part of a move 
by the. International Woodwork¬ 
ers of America' (CIO-CCL) to or¬ 
ganize all lumber , camps in the 
province. " 

The talks are taking place in 
the area where eviction notices 
were served to workers after they 
had joined the union, but were 
withdrawn April 25 following in¬ 
tervention by the provincial board 
of industrial relations. The houses 
in question were company owned. 

Bill Gray, Vancouver, organizer 
and district vice-president of the 
IWA, said that contract talks 
were now going on between the 
union and local companies. These 
are Burmis Logging, Burmis Lum¬ 
ber, Blairmore Sawmills and Bo- 
dio Lumber. About 200 men are in¬ 
volved in the discussions. 

The union claimed in talks with 
the board of industrial relations 
during April that 67 out of 74 men 
employed by the Burmis Logging 
Co. had been served notice to quit 
their houses for union activity. 
Later, G. H. Allen, Calgary, own¬ 
er of the firm, said “our man down 
there acted a bit hastily.” 

Mr. Gray said he hoped to ne¬ 
gotiate “a reasonable contract.” 


Forests Call For 
Public Vigilance 


planted for shelterbelts on prairie 
farms this year, other thousands 
cf trees in the timber zones may 
be wiped out by forest fires, says 
a public message of the Canadian 
Forestry Association's Alberta 
Branch. 

“Alberta’s 933,000 square miles 
of productive timberlands meas¬ 
ures more than three times the 
size of Scotland. Ninety percent 
of these tree-covered acres are 
owned by people of the province. 
Alberta already is the center of 
lively forest industries and exten¬ 
sive woods employment, but only 
the first stage of development has 
been reached. 

“The woodland areas of the 
Eastern Slope of the Rockies are 
regarded as one of the most im¬ 
portant and strategic forest re¬ 
gions m worth America, as they 
are the birthplace of all the rivers 
that water the Western plains. 
These Eastern Slopes are exposed 
to fire hazards that can work 


deadly injury to farm fertility and 
the success of irrigation projects. 
The fire threat originates in the 
personal negligence of campers, 
sportsmen, woods-workers, and 
other users of the forest country. 
Such easily-preventible acts of 
carelessness as an abandoned 
campfire and lighted tobacco can 
create a blackened countryside 
destined to remain a lifeless waste 
for fifty years or longer. 

“This year, as a test of public 
co-operation, every Alberta citizen 
is being urged to regard himself 
as a voluntary fire-ranger every 
time he enters forested country. 
For this job he needs no badge. 
His sense of fair-play should be 
enough.”

Whose Responsibility? 

Like a ghost from the hungry thirties, the question of unemploy¬ 
ment relief is being discussed between the federal and provincial 
governments. Apparently the two jurisdictions are as far apart as 
they were twenty years ago on the point of which has the major 
responsibility to provide relief for those who have no income because 
of being out of work. 

The federal government is taking the position that since it pro- 
\ides unemployment insurance it is the provinces which should take 
care of the unemployed who have used up their unemployment ben¬ 
efits. The logic of this position is hard to grasp. The federal govern¬ 
ment finally assumed the responsibility of providing unemployment 
^insurance because it was obvious that economic conditions in the 
nation were determined mostly by national policies. In addition, 
it was obviously impracticable for the provinces to set up such a 
scheme because of the lack of uniformity of conditions. 

So, although under the British North America Act the provinces 
had the constitutional responsibility for the unemployed, the arrange¬ 
ment was made, with the consent of all the provinces, for the federal 
government to undertake the setting up and administration of an 
unemployment insurance scheme. This course was taken in conformity 
to the logic of the circumstances. Surely the question of relief Is no 
different. 

The unfortunate feature of the argument between the federal 
and provincial government* about which should provide relief for 
people who are out of work and who have exhausted their insurance 
benefits and savings, is that the unemployed and their families are 
the sufferers in the dispute as they often were during the big depres¬ 
sion. Many a man went hungry in the thirties while municipal, 
provincial and federal governments argued about whether he was 
a “resident" or a “transient". It was to be hoped that out of the 
experience of the big depression there would come an acceptance by 
the nation as a whole of what is obviously a national responsibility. 

Since unemployment relief must necessarily be administered on 
the local level there does seem to be some reason for local govern¬ 
ments bearing a portion of the cost. If a municipality administered 
, relief with money entirely supplied by the federal government the 
senior government would have no assurance that the administration 
would be as careful as it would be if the local body were paying some 
Part of the cost. 

But the important fact is that unemployment is not a local 
but a national obligation and as such the major responsibility must 
be that of the national government. 


Alberta Hotel Assn. 
1955 Scholarships 

Three major Jubilee scholar¬ 
ships tenable at the University of 
Alberta and four at the Banff 
School of Fine Arts will be award¬ 
ed this year by the Alberta Hotel 
Association in addition to the an¬ 
nual scholarships offered by the 
organization. 

Each of the university Jubilee 
scholarships will be for $1,000 to 
cover a three-year period of study, 
one to be competed for by stu¬ 
dents resident in Edmonton or 
Calgary, one by students in the 
Northern Zone of the province and 
one by students in the Central and 
Southern Zones. The scholarships 
will be administered by the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. 

To further commemorate the 
Fiftieth Anniversary of the Prov¬ 
ince, the Scholarship Selection 
Committee granted an additional 
$1,000 to the Banff School of Fine 
Arts, bringing the total to $3,000 
this year. The Jubilee awards will 
go to outstanding students in the 
fields of music, drama, painting 
and languages. 

All of the scholarships offered 
by the Alberta Hotel Association 
are competed for by students re¬ 
sident in Alberta only. Applica¬ 
tions are now being received by 
Donald Cameron, director of the 
Banff School, for the 1955 session 
from July 4 to August 13 inclusive 
and winners will be announced 
shortly. 

Policy of the Scholarship Selec¬ 
tion Committee will follow the 
same pattern as in previous years. 
Fifty-three Alberta students 
graduating from Grade Twelve 
will receive awards designed to 
pay their way during the first 
year of University and a special 
fund of $5,000 ha£ been set up to 
assist students in lower grades to 
continue their education. The 
whole scheme'will cost the hotel- 
men between $35,000 and $40,000 
this year. 

Five annual scholarships are 
awarded in Edmonton, five in Cal¬ 
gary, three to the Peace River 
area, 20 to the northern zone, 10 
to the central zone and 10 to the 
southern zone. Selections of the 
committee are based on academic 
qualifications and financial need 
of applicants who have reached 
matriculation standing. 

Rural students attending the 
University of Alberta to Edmon- 
•ton, or the branch of the univer¬ 


sity in Calgary, will each receive 
awards valued at $500, while stu¬ 
dents residing either in Edmonton 
or Calgary and attending the uni¬ 
versity in either of these centres 
will each receive awards of $250. 
Calgary students who cannot ob¬ 
tain their chosen course in Cal¬ 
gary and are obliged to attend the 
university in Edmonton will be 
granted awards of $500. 

Special consideration is given to 
applications received from lower 
grade students in Public and Sep¬ 
arate schools where it is indicated 
that financial assistance is neces¬ 
sary if they are to continue with 
their schooling. Grants in cases 
such as this will be made from the 
special fund and are reviewed by 
the committee each year. 

Fifty-four Alberta students re¬ 
ceived scholarships tenable at the 
Unuiversity of Alberta last, year, 
Eighteen awards were made at the 
Banff School of Fine Arts, and 
assistance valued at almost $2,000 
was granted from the special fund, 
Members of the association’s' 
Scholarship Selection Committee 
are Chief Justice C. C. McLaurto, 
of Calgary; Rt. Rev. George Cal¬ 
vert, Bishop of Calgary; Rev. P. 

O Byrne, of Claresholm; Dean R. 

M. Hardy, University of Alberta; 
Mrs. D. A. Hansen, vice-president! 
of the Council of Home and School 
Associations; D. R. Cameron, reg¬ 
istrar, Department of Education; 

B. J. Knowles, Port Saskatche¬ 
wan, past president, Alberta Week¬ 
ly Newspapers Association; A. G. 
Swinarton, President of the Al¬ 
berta Hotel A^ociation, and Fred 
Thomson, Calgary, Executive-Sec¬ 
retary. 

Launched in 1952, the Alberta 
Hotel Association scholarship pro¬ 
gram has assisted 176 young Al¬ 
bertans in their scholastic careers. 
More than 400 applications were 
received and studied by the com¬ 
mittee last year before the final 
awards were made, Application 
forms and descriptive folders are 
now being mailed to Grade XII 
students registered to write mat¬ 
riculation examinations this year. 

There are now over 20,000 pri¬ 
vate pension and profit-sharing 
plans covering more than 10,000,- 
000 workers and requiring more 
than $3,000,000,000 worth of con¬ 
tributions a year. If all American ' 
employees were to receive pension 
protection, the money needed for 
the fund would be greater than 
the total market.
